A young life was crushed out yes- 


terday when little Nellie Williams, age 
seven years, daughter of Mr. 
and 


Mrs. D. Z. Williams of 617 North 
Jackson street, ran directly in front 
•of a freight train at the 
Seventh 


street crossing and was killed almost 
instantly. 
• 


The little girl had .all but cleared 


the track and hesitated an instant to 
look back, according to eyewitnesses, 
and was hit by the beam that pro- 
trudes from the eigine just above the 
cowcatcher. 


The blow was responsible for her 


death. It caused a fracture at the 
base of her brain which caused her 
death within fifteen minutes. 
She 


never regained 
consciousness. Her 


body was not mutilated in the least. 
The little girl's face was scratched 
and bruised by the cinders along the 
track when she fell. 
Her right arm 


was broken above the elbow. 


The little body was hurled approxi- 


mately forty feet through the air and 
alighted at the side of the track just 
out of the path of the train. The en- 
gineer did not realize that his engine 
had hit anyone. The brakeman caught 
a glimpse of the white lump at the 
side of the track as the train whizzcc 
by, and gave the signal to stop. He 
hurried back to the scene of the acci- 
dent, arriving there just before R. C 
Hargrove, who lives just west of the 
railway track in Seventh street. The 
brakeman carried the little girl into 
Hargrove's home, but she gasped her 
last breath just after Dr. E. I. Wood- 
en arrived. 


Coroner A. G. Shauck was hastily 


summoned and arrived within forty- 
five minutes after the accident hap- 
pened. He took the testimony of per- 
sons who had witnessed the accident 
The parents of the victim did not ar.- 
rive at her bedside 
until life hac 


passed out o? her body.

here was no time that he might not 
ave suggested the candidate. It is 
ighly probable that his suggestion— 
f he could have been opportuned to 
nakc one—would have been followed 
iy the convention. It is very likely 
hat his choice would have been the 
'hoiee 'of the convention, had it been 
easible. and had that man from out 
)f his forces not been too radical, and 
eceptablc to the Taft delegates." 
Mr. Watson was asked to express 
is opinion as to the following Theo- 
lore Roosevelt could get should he 
eally organize a third party. 


"Roosevelt can not take many Re- 


niblicnns with him to a new party, at 
east in the rural districts or iu the 
small towns. It is problematic as to 
vhat strength he might have in the 
argcr cities." 


The former congressman discussed

Majority of the Roosevelt Following 
in the Republican National Conven- 
tion Decline to Vote on Roll Calls | 


| Nominating Party's Candidates For 


President and For Vice President. 


Chicago, June 24.—The 
eventful 


fifteenth Republican national conven- 
tion at the end of a long and tumultu- 
ous session late Saturday night re- 
nominated William H. Taft of Ohio 
for president and James Schoolcraft 
Sherman of New York for vice presi- 
dent. Nearly 350 of the Roosevelt/del- 
egates declined to vote and hastened 
away at'adjournment time to tender 
to Colonel Theodore Roosevelt the 
promise of the nomination of a new 
party. 


President Taft received 561 of the 


1,078 votes in the convention, or twen- 
ty-one more than a majority. Sher- 
man received 597 votes. 


The decision of the Roosevelt peo- 


nnle, under direction of their leader, 
to refrain from voting left no other 
candidate near the president. Though 
his name was not placed before the 
convention, Roosevelt received 105 
votes. Neither did Cummins permit 
his name to be presented, but seven- 
teen faithful followers voted for him. 
LaFollette was gftren the vote of his 
faithful forty-one, and Hughes got two 
votes. 
Those not voting numbered 


345; absent, 7. 


Mr. Sherman was the only candidate 


regularly placed before the conven- 
tion. A motion, to make the nomina- 
tion by acclamation was declared out 
of order. There were many scattering 
votes on the roll call that ensued, 
Senator Borah receiving 21 votes; 
Merriam of Wisconsin, 20; Governor 
Hadley of Missouri, 14; former Sena- 
tor Beveridge, 2; H. F. Gillette, 1; not 
voting, 352; absent, 71. 


The convention, amid much confu- 


sion, then adjourned. 


At no time was there an indication 


of a walkout of Roosevelt delegates. 
They expressed their revolt by silence. 
In the confusion just before adjourn- 
ment a resolution was adopted giving 
the national committee power to de- 
clare vacant the seat of any man on 
the committee refusing to support the 
nominee* of the regular convention of 
1912.

"Check Raisers." 


DEPOSITORS 
ARE 
WARNED 


Letter Says Pass Books Should be 


Checked up As Often as 


Possible. 


The Burns Detective Agency, of 


which W. J. Burns is president, has 
sent out a letter to bankers and busi- 
ness men in this part of the state 
warning them against the operations 
of "checks." The letter advises that 
precaution be used iu 
writing 
the 


amounts on the checks and states 
that the limiting amount should be 
stamped across the 
face 
of 
the 


check. 


The letter reads as follows: 
Dear Sir—This agency is inform- 


ed that check raisers have been re- 
ported vas operating in your section, 
swindling business men by "raising" 
the amounts on their genuine checks. 


Therefore, we are sending this no- 


tice to banks and business men be- 
cause it is often difficult to appre- 
hend forgers of this class unless 
their operations are reported when 
first discovered by the signer of the 
manipulated check. It is suggested 
that bank depositors make it a rule 
to check up their pass book as often 
as possible, and use all due precau- 
any, while there is still time to ob- 
tions to discover such alterations, if 
tain evidence. 


Care in writing amounts is recom- 


mended, as well as the employment 
of a device that stamps a limiting 
amount across the check, such as is 
generally used by the banks, and that 
every check, no matter to whom is- 
sued, should be properly 
stamped 


with the same. 


This warning applies to practi- 


cally all business concerns that issue 
cheeks, since it is our 
experience 


that check raisers manage to get pos- 
session of genuine checks iu the most 
unexpected ways, and the loss often 
falls on the signer rather than on the 
bank.

After Spring of Hard Labor 


Among Rush county's many'resi- 


dents who work only during a part of 
the year, or least who work at their 
main vocation no more than that, and 
perhaps spend a part of the remaind- 
er of the year following some side 
line, is the auctioneer. 
He is now 


enjoying a rest after a hard spring's 
work, but will be on hand again early 
ki the fall and will rend the atmos- 
phere with his cries soon after the 
first frost. 


The auctioneer comes into his own 


every spring and fall and seems to 
become more popular 
every year. 


This is because the public sale is be- 
coming more popular all the time. 
The past spring was a very busy one 
for most auctioneers in this part of 
the state, as many public sales were 
held. A number of farmers declare, 
even at this early date, they will hold 
a public sale early in the fall. Then 
there are those farmers who have 
long made the public sale an annual 
affair on the farm. 


The public sale as a' factor in the 


social and financial life of the rural 
inhabitant has long been recognized. 
Here he meets his friends and neigh- 
bors and between whiles drives a 
bargain or tells an anecdote or one 
of the old-fashioned, broad, easy- 
going country jokes that can not miss 
fire. The public sale is his 
social 


center 
and 
provides a medium of 


barter and sale which is hard to sur- 
pass. 


Sales have been unusually popular 


in Rush county, though now that the 
weather has opened up there is a no- 
ticeable falling off in the number. It 
is the dark and menlaneholy days for 
the auctioneer who in most cases has 
laid his fog-horn 
voice 
away 
to 


await a better day and a better time 
and has sought more 
remunerative 


employment 


Early spring and autumn are the 


best seasons of the year for the auc- 
tioneer 
In the spring the fanner is 


seeking to add to his store of tools, 
stock and seed 
In the fall 
he 
is 


either ready to let sro to avoid feed- 
ing his stock over the 
winter, 
or 


pleased with prospects and the fact 
that he has garnered good crops, is 
ready to add to his tools and stock. 


Then comes the opportunity of the 


auctioneer. 
Getting tlie fanners 
to 


the sales by means of hand bills or 
country newspaper announcements, it 
is then up to him to get the prices 
for the seller and at the same time 
please the buyer. As a rule, he does 
both. 


The announcement of a public sale 


in any neighborhood is practically an 
announcement that the ncighborhocd 
will take a day off. The wife decides 
to go. for there she will hear the la- 
test of the neighborhood gossip and 
get the fullest newest particulars of 
what is going on in the church. The 
husband likewise will go on a chance 
of picking up something cheap, or if 
he is in no need of anything, to chat 
with the other members of the crowd, 
his neighbors, and to hear and inci- 
dentally tell a few strries that may- 
or may not be founded 
upon fact. 


The son and daughter go to hear all 
the gossip and stories current about 
the younger set. Everybody goes, 
from the hired man rn up. and every- 
body comes back tired, but with a 


dividend in the shade of what .they 
were seeking. 


The Ladies' Aid Society of 
the 


church to which the seller belongs 
usually has the "stand privileges." 
These range all the way from sand- 
wiches and doughnuts and coffee up 
to the 
famous 
bountiful 
country 


dinner, and one may satisfy his huu- 
gen at small expense. A quarter 
goes a long way in the country, and 
for this sum one is usually entitled 
to take his place among the crowd 
who will partake cf the best .the wo- 
men can find, which is synonymous 
with saying the best their neighbor 
affords. 


But the star of stars and the fea- 


ture of features of the country sale 
is the auctioneer. 
Mounted on an 


old wagon, or henhouse, 
hoghouse, 


doghouse, or any other natural or ar- 
tificial elevation, his clarion tongue 
proclaims the merits of the articles 
he is selling to the world. 


Cajoling, pleading, urging, coaxing, 


or at times with biting wit and sar- 
casm, he piles bid on bid until he has 
reached the limit on the commodity 
on sale, then_ in a heart-broken spirit 
he "knock* off'' the article to the 
lucky bidder in a tone that plainly 
reveals that he believes the buyer has 
stolen it. 
" Under his 
skilled witchery 
of 


words even* article put up at the sale 
is invested with all the virtues and 
good qualities ever found in the best 
of its kind. 


A horse that may be leaning up 


against the stall, sadly pondering on 
giving itself up to the horse ambu- 
lance, before the 
sale, 
becomes a 


fiery steed with every good quality 
in the veterinary'^ lexicon, during the 
sale.. 


Let him have enough speed to -trot 


one hundred feet without falling all 
over himself, and 
he becomes 
an 


''animal that has stepped in :30 with- 
out training." 
Likewise, an animal

The auctioneer does not 


meau to mislead, iti s only his en- 
thusiasm. And, after all. he does not 
delude anybody, for every person in 
the neighborhood is fully conversant 
with the good and bad qualities of 
every article being sold. 


But he must talk—eloquence sim- 


ply struggles for utterance; aud to 
hear him plead, '-My'good Christian 
brother, do not cheat yourselves out 
of this chance" to get a horse—a real' 
horse—for this insignificant sum." is 
worth traveling miles to hear. 


Sales were mote numerous than 


ever the last year, the lure of 
the 


South,'the West, aud Canada, caused 
many farmers here to dispose of ev- 
erything and follow fortune in a new 
clime, 
he real estate man, looking 


for 
platting propositions, 
likewise 


lias snapped up close in farm land 
for lots, and finally, the long winter 
and scarcity of feed has caused a 
number of farmers to quit the pur- 
suit. 


All combined served to make the 


season an unusually prosperous one 
for the auctioneer, and he retires to 
lead the simple life for another six 
mouths, well satisfied with the sense 
of duty done.

That the Colonel Carried at the~Prj- 
maries and in Other States Will Be 
Utilized to Present to the Country 
a Complete Progressive Ticket. 


Chicago, June 24.—Early Sunday 


morning the Roosevelt third parti- 
men v.'ho had remained'here to dis- 
cuss the organization of their move- 
ment v.-ith Colonel Roosevelt, got to 
work. Governor Johnson of California, 
who for the present at least is the col- 
onel's chief lieutenant, was empow- 
ered by a mass meeting of delegates 
and others to appoint a committee of 
seven, which is io confer with Colonel 
Roosevelt and prepare a plan and plat- 
form to he presented to the bo'iors' 
convention. 
No definite announce- 


ment of plan was made, and the date 
of the convention is still to be dacided. 
It was rumored t'aat It might be hr-ld 
here in Chicago on Aug. 3, and also 
that an attempt might be made to c;tll 
the Roosevelt progiessives together 
at Asbury Park. 


Colonel RooseveJt said that the only 


definite announcement that he could 
make just now concerning the organ- 
ization of the new 
party was tiiat 


Governor Johnson will head^a com 
mittee of seven that is to prepare the 
plan of action. Governor Johnscn will 
handle affairs in the west as field mar- 
shal of the national progressive forces. 
Someone else, perhaps Mr. Roosevelt 
himself, will direct affairs In the east. 


Mr. Roosevelt said that it would 


probably be some time before the 
membership of the committee of seven 
would be completed, since there would 
be both "Democrats and Republicans 
on it." This was taken to mean that 
the picking of the committeemen will 
not be finished until after the Demo- 
cratic national convention. 


In general the plan seems to be to 


utilize 
the 
Roosevelt machine in 


states that the colonel carried at the 
primaries, and in other states to pre 
sent a complete progressive ticket 
The plan of action depends upon ex 
pert legal advice, which is still to be 
had. At present everything connected 
with the new movement except the 
expressed intention of the colonel and 
some of his leaders to make a fight is 
up in the air. 


The Rosevelt delegates to the num- 


ber of two or three hundred, and Roos- 
evelt sliouters met Sunday morning 
to inaugurate the formal temporary 
organization of the new party. Gov- 
ernor Johnson presided at the meet 
Ing. At his side were Medill McCor- 
mick, James R. Garfield and Senator 
Clapp of Minnesota. Governor Stuhbs 
of Kansas carae in, but went out again 
before the meeting got down to busi 
ness. .Cecil Lyon of Texas had a front 
seat. Few if any of the other prom- 
inent Roosevelt men were present. 


Governor Johnson announced that 


the progressives were about to "begin 
on the road that is to lead to political 
freedom." 
He said that in the com- 


mittee to be formed no attempt could 
be made at this time to represent each 
state, but that the time for action'had 
arrived and that they must get down 
to work. Then James R. Garfield got 
up and moved that Governor Johnson 
be, given the power ""to select sever, 
men who after a conference with Col- 
onel Roosevelt will be able to present 
to the convention a plan of action and 
organization that will make it possible 
to carry on this great movement." 
The motion was carried, and Governor 
Johnson, raising his hand for silence, 
remarked with great solemnity: "Gen- 
tlemen, this is the birth of a new 
party." Judge Ben Lindsay of Colo- 
rado, the only Democrat present, got 
up and said: 


"Surely, there can be no more sol- 


emn occasion than the birth of a new 
party. The name of our Lord has al- 
ready, been used reverently In connec- 
tion with this meeting. 
It is being 


held on the Lord's day, and I think we 
ought to open it with a prayer." 


Governor Johnson asked If anybody 


would volunteer to pray. A negro, the 
Rev. W. H. Mixon of Salina, Ala., a 
steam rollered delegate, arose. He 
has the peculiar rich voice belonging 
to the orators of his race. • At his sug- 
gestion the assemblage followed him 
in repeating the twenty-third psalm. 
Then he prayed. 
When he had fin- 


ished Gifford Pinchot came in wearing 
a brilliant red bandana handkerchief 
tied about his left arm. A man Jump- 
ed up on a table with' a huge armful 
of bandanas. "The new Roosevelt and 
progressive badge," he shouted. "Re- 
member it is the handkerchief of the 
plain people."

As the meeting broke up Governor

that vicious appetite for the money 
there is in it." 


Mr. Meredith quoted liberally from 


Colonel Cockeville, a former editor of 
the New York World. "Give the peo- 
ple what they want, and that, too, the 
very worst of it," is the principal, ac- 
cording to the Xew York editor, which 
guides newspaper management. He 
sees no reform more efficient or sud- 
den than the gradual advance of the 
human race toward respectability. 


Mr. Meredith" spoke of the 
sordid 


side of newspaper work and pointed 
out that the time or choice is appall- 
ingly short. "The decision of the rel- 
ative importance of the ne\vs, on the 
degree of truth attacJu-d to the re- 
port, en the advisability of suppres- 
sion in the public interest, or the law 
of libel, possible injury to inoffensive 
persons, the innocent circulation of 
something which may have to be tak- 
en back on (lie better information- 
al! these things and many more have 
to be weighed, and then decision has 
to be instantaneous." said Mr. Mere- 
dith. "The editor will make plenty of 
mistakes, but with the full apprecia- 
tion 'of some complaints, they will be 
for the most part honest mistakes. 


"It must be remembered a newspa- 


per is not a public institution, but a 
private enterprise; its proprietor lias 
both the right to.publish what is not 
true, or to ask anything of the kind 
from his staff. "He'is entitled to say 
what shall appear in his own paper. 
It is a matter between himself and 
the public. He lias no monoply of 
the news, and if the reader does not 
like it, he is at liberty to buy some 
other paper."
